U. S. Supreme Bench Kffls 
One Daugherty Ruling; 


Upholds Second 


(By the Associated Pnai) 


WASHINGTON—The ruling «f 
Atty. Gen. Daugherty against _th» 
serving of 
liquor on American 


ships on the high seas wa« ovw> 
turned today by the supreme court 
which held at tha flame time, how- 
ever, that the ban prohibiting both 
American and foreign, ships from 
bringing liquor stocks into Amer- 
ican pores under bond was legal. 
The court held that the prohibi- 


tion amendment could not be ap- 
plied to prevent American 
ship* 


from selling beverages when they 
are outside American territorial wa- 
ters. To that extent the decision 
reversed ^a decision in the caie by 
Federal Judge Hand at New York. 


Within the three mile limit, how- 


ever, the court found that an «n- 
tirely different situation 
obtainwfc 
Sustaining the position taken 'by 
Judge Hand on that point, th» de- 
cision declared it Illegal for Amer- 
ican or foreign ships to bring into 
American sorts or waters liquor* 
sealed in bond for the w of pa»- 
aengers on ontgoinjr voyage*. 


T.ha decision, regarded by to» 
federal government as one of tha 
most important yet handed down in 
regard to prohibition enforcement, 
was read by Justice Van Devantej. 
Justices McReynolds and Suther- 
land dissented. 
Justice Sutherland delivered adis- 


senting opinion explaining that he 
agreed that American ships cannot 
have aboard intoxicating liquors in 
American territorial waters, but be- 
lieved the prohibition should not »p- 
. plyto foreign shipr,. 
What the practical effect of the 


decision of the highest tribunal will 
be cannot at once be foretold. Un- 
til the recent opinion of the attor- 
ney general, American steamships 
were permited to serve liquor on the 
high seas and in foreign ports, and

consequently will bring a higher 
figure than if sold otherwise, there- 
ay meeting the additional expense 
of handling. For old leaf heretofore 
the farmer who cased hia goods, ra- 
ther than permit it to remain In 
bundles, received considerable more 
per pound, than otherwise would 
have been the case. Nels Orvold, 
northwest of Stoughton, was paid 
80 cents a pound for packed goods, 
properly cared for. It means some 
thousands of dollars to him and was 
likely twice as much as paid for old 
tobacco in bulk.

found the chief argument in favor 
of the organization of.growers into 
a pool was that the produced should 
determine what a crop shouldering, 
instead of having the price dictated 
from New York.

' DMLKAL SIMS, who has lately 


reached the age of retiremnet, has 


just created a furore In New York as the 
result of a remarkable interview that he 
recently gave out. The interview is all 
the more remarkable because of the ad- 
miral's known pro-British sympathies. 
He has frequently been called "the best 
British admiral in the American navy." 


The statement that has caused such 


war organs as The New York Tribune to 
gnash their teeth Is.tne following: 


"If the situation had been reversed, if 


we had been in Germany's place, and if 
we had believed that losing the war 
would have meant domination of our 
country by Germany—be sure to make 
that point—we too would have sunk 
ships without warning." 


The New York Tribune could hardly 


believe that Admiral Sims would make 
such a statement as was attributed to 
him in The Nation" and it forthwith sent 
its star reporter to interview the ad- 
miral. Then Admiral Sims made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


. If they go into the Navy Department rec- 
ords they will have to stand behind me but 
if they just give the offhand 
impression of 


some officer based on what he read in the 
newspapers during the war they probably 
would not. . . . 


I stated . . . that barring the case of the 


hospital ship L/land-overy Castle I did not know 
of any case where a German submarine com- 
mander had fired upon the boats of a tor- 
pedoed vessel; that the contending; officer and 
two officers of the submarine that torpedo-ed 
the hospital ship in question were tried in 
Germany after the war and punished; that 
the submarine commanders generally acted in 
a humane manner and in s-ome instances gave 
the boats of torpedoed vessels food and water, 
and a tow toward land, and sent out wire- 
less signals giving .their positions. . . . 


The disaster that occurred to the Lusitania 


was a great blqw to the Germans. It was 
•wholly unexpected by them, I think, for this 


'-teason: 
If you had asked any naval officer 


or naval constructor what would have hap- 
pened when this vessel was torpedoed I am 
•ure that the great majority would have said 
that after being struck she would have floated 
for hours before sinking and. that, being close 
.to land, she would have been beached. I have 
never believed that Germany had any idea 
that the torpedoing of that vessel . . . would 
have caused the loss of any Jives at all. . . . 
I am speaking, you understand, as a seaman 
speaking of other seamen. . . . If the situa- 
tion had been reversed, if we had been in 
Germany's place, and if we had believed that 
losing the war would have meant domination 
of our country by Germany—he sure to make 
that point—we too would have sunk ships 
without warning. 


As for the propaganda, most of the things 


told, I believe, were true, but it was not all 
the truth. 
No army ever marched through 


an enemy country 
without some thieving, 


without some violence, even without some as- 
saults upon women. But these things are not 
true of an entire army. 
They are just true 


enough to permit such stories to be told. The 
purpose is clear. 


TheJast paragraph ought to be inter- 


esting to those Madisonians who were 
engaged in fanning the fires of hate dur- 
ing the war. Remember those lurid tales 
that were brought here by the Rev. 
Newell Dwight Hillis? Remember those 
blood curdling atrocity stories that used 
to come from the swivel chair dugout of 
the late dickieloyd?

"disloyal" to dp so.. We are indebted 'to 
John Kenneth Turner's remarkable book, 
"Shall It Be Again" for much of the. in- 
formation given herewith. 


Can the preservation of American lives 


be defended as a cause of our war with 
Germany? Did we break with Germany 
on the submarine because we felt that 
our honor demanded that we protect 
American lives ? 


Before we went to war with Germany 


225 American lives 'had been. lost. After 
the war that was started to "protect 
American lives" 70,000 young American 
boys lost their lives. Were American 
lives protected? 


Here is the real reason for our sub- 


marine policy (and keep in mind that 
England was doing everything to draw 
us into the war): 


The first armed ship that the presi- 


dent started for the barred zone was the 
"St Louis", which belonged to the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Co. whose 
stock control was held in England and 
whose financial head in the United States 
was J. P. Morgan, financial agent of the 
British .government. 


In his letter explaining his opposition 


to the armed ship bill Senator La Follette 
said: 


Mr. P. A. S. Franklin, whose visits to the 


navy department to secure guns for the ships, 
whose interviews and movements have been 
featured as though he were the head and front 
of the American merchant marine, is the ac- 
tive manager of these combined properties,— 
British, Belgian and American. 
When one of 


the American line ships, armed with United 
States guns, sails out to .sea, the orders to 
fire, will be given by Mr. Franklin's master jf 
the ship, not by the United States gunner. 
The English owners give orders to Franklin. 
The English owners take their orders from 
British admiralty. Hence we, professing to 
be a neutral nation, are placing American guns 
and American gunners, practically under the 
orders of the British admiralty. 


How closely our submarine policy was 


allied with the profits that we're made by 
the International Mercantile Marine Co. 
is indicated'in the following extract from 
a speech which President Wilson made 
at Indianapolis on July 11, 1917: 


Do you know that the ocean freight rates 


have gone up in some instances to .ten times 
their ordinary figures? The ship owners are 
doing everything that high freight charges 
can do to make the war. a failure, to make it 
impossible. The fact is that those who have 
fixed the-war freight rates have taken the 
most effective means in their power to defeat 
the armies engaged against - Germany. 


The real reason for our submarine 


policy in- the early part of 1917 ? It was 
the best proposition available to power- 
ful financial interests in this country as 
the means of drawing the United States 
into the war on the side of the Entente. 
The "ruthless Hun" was the phrase up- 
on which the passions and hatreds of the 
American people could be built and war 
sentiment manufactured. 


Why, then, did we ga into the war? 


Says John Kenneth Turner: 


Future war profits stood in jeopardy, but 


past war profits also. Wall street had bet its 
money on the Entente horse. Wall street had 
backed its choice so heavily that the interests 
of the Entente governments had become the 
interests of Wall street. 
To the Wall street 


pocketbook, a peace without victory was un- 
thinkable. And it was becoming more and 
more apparent that a decisive" victory was 
possible only by means of American interven- 
tion on the side of the Entente. '•

column of The New York Sun on April 9, 
1917:

Sentiment among bankers is patriotic and it

afford cars than dress suits.
